As I await the final tallies 
from all of the operators, we will easily surpass 800+ contacts made on all 
modes.

This proved to be 
beneficial as it allowed for many hams to experience a mode of operation 
that they may have not been familiar with and gain the comfortability with a 
potential new way of making contacts. Hopefully the education gained over 
the weekend will allow the AARA members to explore new avenues at their 
home stations. 

I could go on breaking down the 2 day event and probably miss a tre- 
mendous amount of detail, but one thing is for certain; we shared great con- 
versations, laughed, learned, operated, and broke bread as a hobbyist family.

LOUISIANA TRAFFIC NET SIMULATED 
EMERGENCY TEST (SET) DRILL

On Saturday June 19, 2021 at 
0900, the Louisiana Traffic Net 
(LTN) held a simulated emergency 
net on 3910 & 3922 KHz. 

Net manager Jim Lewis ABSYS, 
came up with the following sce- 
nario unknown to members until 
0900. The scenario went like this: 


(This is a simulated test, not a real 


situation, anything you hear is not 
true). This message was repeated 


numerous times during the event. 

“At approximately 0900, a hy- 
drogen pipe line erupted and ig- 
nited along south bound lane I-10 
between Opelousas and Lafay- 
ette, Louisiana just north of Sun- 
set/Grand Coteau. Some vehicles 
overturned, nearby homes evacu- 
ated, no injuries or fatalities re- 
ported. Hazmat and other emer- 
gency vehicles or on their way to 
the site.” 

Some of the reports passed the 
between the nets operating on 3910 
and 3922 KHz during this three 
hour event were: 

*Citizen Band trucker reported 
southbound I-49 traffic met barri- 
cades at Washington exit and asked 
to detour to Hwy 182 to bypass 
Opelousas to Lafayette. 

*State Police helicopter flying 
over the site taking evaluations is 
being hindered by unknown drone 
flying in the area. 

*One piece of formal health & 
welfare traffic passed to Water- 
town, Mississippi. 

*Shelters were set up in Lafay- 
ette and Opelousas to provide food 
and water and lodging to those 
needing assistance. 


*Staging area for news media will 
be at the Motel 6 Exit 15 at Harry 
Gilbeau Rd. 

*Reported that the St. Landry Par- 
ish Sheriff Office repeater is off the 
air due to this explosion and they 
are asking for assistance from ham 
radio operators. 

*Reactions that may occur with 
contact with the gas may cause 
burns, severe injury or frostbite. 
Fire may produce irritating or toxic 
gases. 

*St. Landry Parish Sheriff Of- 
fice reports that the valve up-line is 
being shut off to control the fire. 

* All spectators and non-essential 
persons are refrained from the af- 
fected area. 

At approximately 11:45 a.m. the 
pipeline was shut off and the roads 
cleared for traffic. Both the 3910 & 
3922 KHz nets closed. Everything 
went well and many of the new 
hams learned from this event. 

Jim ABSYS reported that the 
SET was a success and thanked all 
involved and suggested that we do 
another in about three months.

TV broadcaster WTHI reports 
communication during emergencies 
often gets disrupted. But a technol- 
ogy that’s been around since the

Amateur Radio operators play a 

key role when severe weather 
comes rolling into the Wabash Val- 
ley. And the need for more radio 
operators continues to grow. HAM 
radio still proves to be a reliable 
source of communication, espe- 
cially during emergencies. 
The Clay County Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service is up in running 
in the Cory Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Storm Team 10's David Siple 
spoke with Kevin Berlen K9HX 
who is an amateur radio operator in 
Clay County and Siple asked him 
why Amateur Radio is still an im- 
portant resource. 


“Widespread power outages, 
widespread communications fail- 
ures, and that’s where the HAM’s 
can shine because we don’t rely on 
that infrastructure.” 

You can expect many amateur 
operators out in the field spotting 
for storms. Many are trained on 
weather spotting through the Na- 
tional Weather Service. And their 
information plays an important role 
when severe weather strikes. 

“The problem is, the radar beam 
is so high above the ground when 
you get to this area of the state, they 
really don’t know what’s happening 
on the ground. That’s where the 
spotters come in. They can help 
them with damage assessment, they 
can tell them what’s actually taking 
place right on the ground and that’s 
invaluable to those folks [NWS].”

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13 Colonies Special 
Event 
Set for July 1 - 7 


The 13" running of the popular 13 
Colonies Special Event will take place July 
1 - 7. A series of 1 x 1 call signs (K2A - 
K2M) will represent each of the original 
colonies in North America. The event be- 
gins at 1300 UTC on July | and concludes 
at 0400 UTC on July 7. 

This year, some French stations will be 
joining, in recognition of the French 
Navy's importance in the 1700s as part of 
the France-Britain global competition. 
TMI13COL will be a bonus station, as will 
GB13COL and WM3PEN in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, named after land-grant 
grantee William Penn, the colony's foun- 
der. Of course, Philadelphia is where the 
US founding fathers met. 

Last year, the Special Event's 13 sta- 
tions made 202,000 contacts. Each QSL 
card will be different, including the three 
bonus stations, each bearing a representa- 
tive image of a ship. 


INTERNATIONAL REPLY CUPON (IRC) 


I would like to touch on a subject that you have probably never heard 
about. It is about the International Reply Coupon (IRC for short). Before 
QSL managers came about, in order to get a QSL card from a foreign coun- 
try you had to meet that countries postal regulations, so the IRC system 
came about. 

An international reply coupon (IRC) is a coupon that can be exchanged 
for one or more postage stamps representing the minimum postage for an 
unregistered priority airmail letter of up to twenty grams sent to another 
Universal Postal Union (UPU) member country. IRCs are accepted by all 
UPU member countries. 

The IRC was introduced in 1906 at a Universal Postal Union congress in 
Rome. At the time an IRC could be exchanged for a single-rate, ordinary 
postage stamp for surface delivery to a foreign country, as this was before 
the introduction of airmail services. An IRC is exchangeable in a UPU 
member country for the minimum postage of a priority or unregistered air- 
mail letter to a foreign country. 

The current IRC, which features the theme "the Post and sustainable de- 
velopment", was designed by Vietnamese artist Nguyen Du for 2017-2021 
and was adopted in Istanbul in 2016, it is known also as the "Istanbul 
model" for this reason.[2] The previous design, "Water for Life" by Czech 
artist and graphic designer Michal Sindelar, was issued in 2013 and was 
valid until 31 December 2017.[3] 

IRCs are ordered from the UPU headquar- 
ters in Bern, Switzerland by postal authori- 
ties. They are generally available at large 
post offices; in the U.S., they were requisi- 
tioned along with regular domestic stamps by 
any post office that had sufficient demand for 
them. 

Prices for IRCs vary by country. In the 
United States in November 2012, the pur- 
chase price was $2.20[4] USD; however, the 
US Postal Service discontinued sales of A British 1 Shilling IRC issued in 
IRCs on 27 January 2013 due to declining 1959. 
demand Britain's Royal Mail also stopped 
selling IRCs on 18 February 2012, citing minimal sales and claiming that 
the average post office sold less than one IRC per year. IRCs purchased in 
foreign countries may be used in the United States toward the purchase of 
postage stamps and embossed stamped envelopes at the current one-ounce 
First Class International rate (US$1.20 as of November 2020) per coupon. 

IRCs are often used by amateur radio operators sending QSL cards to 
each other; it has traditionally been 
considered good practice and common 
courtesy to include an IRC when writ- 
ing to a foreign operator and expecting 
a reply by mail. If the operator's home 
country does not sell IRCs, then a for- 
eign IRC may be used. 

The ARRL QSL Bureau has elimi- 
nated the need of IRC coupons for DX 
QSL card exchanges, check them out 
to see how it works!

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FCC Issues Enforcement 


Advisory: 
Radio Users Again Reminded Not 
to Use Radios in Crimes 


04/20/2021 
On April 20, the 


FCC’s Enforcement 
Bureau issued a new Cc 
Enforcement Advisory, 


repeating the admonish- 

ments contained in a 

January Advisory that no licensee 
or user of the Amateur or Personal 
Radio Services may use any radio 
equipment in connection with 
unlawful activities of any nature. 

The Commission specifically 
cautioned that individuals found to 
have used radios in connection with 
any illegal activity are “subject to 
severe penalties, including signifi- 
cant fines, seizure of the offending 
equipment, and in some cases, 
criminal prosecution.” 

In addition, licensees should be 
aware that illegal operation in any 
service or band, including com- 
pletely outside the amateur alloca- 
tions, could potentially disqualify a 
person from holding any FCC li- 
cense in any service, not just the 
Amateur Service. 

Any amateur observing a suspi- 
cious infraction that might be of il- 
legal or criminal nature should re- 
port it to their local law enforce- 
ment office or the FBI.

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Amateurs' Email Addresses Will Continue to 
Be Kept Private, FCC Says 


Starting on June 29, all applications filed with 
the FCC must include an email address for FCC 
correspondence. After receipt of the initial an- 
nouncement that all future applications would re- 
quire an email address, ARRL was concerned for! . 
the privacy of its members and requested that | = 
amateurs' email addresses not be made public. 
This week, the FCC agreed, stating in an email to 
ARRL counsel that it will continue to "mask" 
amateurs' email addresses from public view in 
the Universal Licensing System (ULS). The FCC 
will use the email address supplied by amateurs 
to correspond with applicants, including to send a link to the official elec- 
tronic copy of the license when an application is granted. 

The FCC is transitioning to fully electronic correspondence and no 
longer mails hard-copy licenses. Amateurs are able to view, download, and 
print their official license grant using the ULS. When a license is first 
granted, each applicant will receive an email with a direct link to the license. 
Although the link expires in 30 days, the license itself will remain available 
in the ULS and may be downloaded at any time by signing into the licen- 
see's account using their FCC Registration Number (FRN) and password. 

On or after June 29, a valid email address must be provided with each ap- 
plication, and must be kept current by filing a modification application, as 
necessary. Under the amended Section 97.23, "The email address must be 
an address where the grantee can receive electronic correspondence. Revo- 
cation of the station license or suspension of the operator license may result 
when correspondence from the FCC is returned as undeliverable because the 
grantee failed to provide the correct email address." 

Applicants lacking an email address should consider using the email ad- 
dress of a friend or family member on their FCC applications. Read _an ex-

Whether you’re flying your flag lakeside, beachside, or next to the grill in your own 
backyard, nothing cools of a sweltering summer celebration like the perfect party punch or 
cocktail. With a blend of fresh fruit and bright juices, our Fourth of July punch is a delight- 
ful drink that does just that. The secret to this big-batch punch? Letting it sit. After blending

8 cups cubed seedless watermelon (3 Ib.)
